wator-wuy not ions than fourteen teet 
deep nud to have uurveyed and located 
n channel from Lockport to Lake Michi- 
gan, ntor near Chicago, such channel to 
bo suitable for the purpose aforesaid and 
capable of carrying not less than six hun- 
dred thousand eiibic1 feet of water per min- 
ute ilowlnj; at the rate of two miles per 
hour, the necessary expenses of such sur- 
veys, plans, etc., to be paid out of the sum 
appropriated for this improvement of the 
Illinois river.
